Flax Culture Is Increasing. 
There are one hundred and thirty-three 
@tablishments in the United States engaged 
ip the manufacture of flax, hemp and jute 
products. Most of their raw material is im- 
ported. Flax culture only recently has be- 
come established in this country. Over six 
thousands tons were grown in the state of 


Michigan las year. 


It is the belief of the Agricultural Depart- 


ment that every state in the Union can grow 


flax if there is a demand for it. Millions of 
tons are sa to be burned annually in the 
Northwest, and if there were fine linen mills 
te use it there is no doubt linen for the poor 
a well as the rich would be available at a 
much cheaper price than is paid for it today. 
Raw hemp also is grown in the United 
ftates. There was a time when between thir- 
and forty thousand tons were produced, 
mat present the production is less than 
thousand tons. Numerous manufac- 
2. plants were scattered from the Can- 
an boundary to the gulf of Mexico, but 
these gradually have shut down until only 
sg comparatively small number remain in op- 
@ation. Hemp is principally used for the 
Manufacture of rope and binding twine, and 
h therefore of importance to farmers who 
taise grain.

SEEK NEW OFFER 
AND HIGHER WAGE 


Street Car Men, After An- 
other Conference, Say Com- 
panies’ Proposition Can- 
not Be Considered. 


WORKERS GET RESTLESS. 


Strike Talk Heard from Those 
Not Familiar with Negotia- 
tions; Other Unions 
for Peace. 


DEVELOPMENTS OF DAY 
IN STREET CAR DISPUTE. 


LEADERS of employes of City railway ex- 
pressed desire for more advantageous offer 
from company in conference with President 
T. E. Mitten. Answer of company probably 
will be made at another conference with Mr. 
Mitten tomorrow afternoon. 

OFFER of maximum scale of 80 cents an hour 
for men of ten years’ experience reported as 
having been met with reply from unionists to 
the effect that the maximum scale should go 
to men of three years of experience, Union- 
lata impatient for settlement of dispute. 

ARBITRATION as provided by the new street 
railway ordinance looked upon with disfavor 
by union leaders, but urged by traction off- 
clals. Belief grew that arbitration is likely 
to be ultimate refuge of disputants, 

WALTER L. FISHER, special traction repre- 
sentative of the city, again stated that 
** substantial progress '’ was made in negotia- 
tions in Mr. Mitten’s office and that he did 
not see any reason to expect men to be called 
out. 

DIRECTORS’ meeting in offices of John NX. 
Roach of Railways company scheduled for this 
morning to precede gfterneon conference 
between Mr. Roach and representatives of em- 
ployes, Unionists will try to obtain a new 
specific offer of graduated wage scale, 


The dispute of Chicago's traction com- 
panies and their employés over a new wage 
scale assumed a more unsettled appearance 
yesterday. 

At a conference between representatives 
of the employés of the City Railway in the 
offices of President T. E. Mitten a demand 
was made upon the company for a new and 
more liberal specific offer. The union men 
stated that they do not want to accept any 
offer embodying the payment of the pro- 
posed maximum wage of 30 cents an hour 
only to men of ten or fifteen years of experi- 
ence, but are anxious to consider a scale 
that will give the highest wage to men of 
three or preferably two years of experience. 

Another conference was set for tomorrow 
afternoon, with the odds in favor of a clean 
cut compromise or a resort to arbitration, 

If arbitration finally is agreed to in ac- 


cordance with the offer made in the early 


stages of the dispute by the companies, it 
is expected that the employés will be influ- 
enced to accept it by reason of the practical 
certainty that their fellow unionists in other 
lines of industry and the general public wil! 
condemn the calling of a strike while peace- 
able means of settlement remain unjried. 


Both Sides Jockeying. 


In the meantime the three principal div!i- 
sions of the unlon and the two big companies 
apparently are jockeying to see that no- 
body gets across the line first. The disposi- 
tion on both sides is to make the final finish 
with all parties abreast. The unions want 
a clean cut ultimatum from the companies 
in time to submit it to special union meetings 
next Saturday night. 

A new specific offer to the men may come 
out of a meeting this afternoon between 
President John M. Roach of the Chicago 
Railways company and representatives of 
his employés. in Mr. Roach’s offices in the 
Borland block. Mr. Roach probably will 
confer with Henry A. Blair and other direct- 
ors of his company this morning in reference 
to the conduct of the company in the matter. 
Any offer made by Mr. Roach will be taken 
by the men as foreshadowing a closely simi- 
lar offer to be made by the City railway at 
Mr. Mitten’s office tomorrow. 

The South Chicago and Calumet division 
of street car employés may communicate 
through its wage scale committee with Mr. 
Mitten today or tomorrow. The union has 
voted to send its committee to seek better 
terms than those offered on last Saturday, 
but the failure of the committee to visit Mr. 
Mitten during the day was taken by unionists 
as indicative of the general desire to avoid 
final settlement by one division before the 


others are ready. 


Strike Inevitable, Says Hereley. 


While the meeting in Mr. Mitten’s office 
was going on, reports that a strike was be- 
coming imminent were circulated. M. B. 
Hereley, traction expert of this city, was 
led to say: 

‘A strike among the street car employés 
seems inevitable now. I cannot see how it 
will be avoided. The new men who see they 
will gain nothing under the tentative offer 
are making much trouble, They can vote 
the proposition down and cause trouble, The 
men who have been employed for years will 
receive 30 cents an hour, but the new men 
must walt.“ 

Another story which was circulated on 
the theory that traction war is inevitable 
was based on the slowness of elevated rail- 
road employée to ratify agreements. A de- 
sire on the part of the elevated employees to 
encourage their surface brethren was 
deprecated by official representatives of the 
employés and by officials of elevated roads 
alike. It was said there is no danger of the 
elevated men going out on strike. 

In contrast with the gloomy forebodinge of 
the street was the atmosphere of cheerful- 
ness in Mr. Mitten’s office where the nego- 
tiations upon which the gossip centered were 
going on. The conference lasted almost 
three hours, at the end of which time all 
the participants looked smiling and hopeful. 


Leave Mitten’s Office Smiling. 
Walter L. Fisher was smiling and so was 
Mr. Mitten and President M. C. Buckley of 
the south side division of the street car men's 
union and Mr. Buckley’s associates. All 
looked like men who had been going over 
some perplexing problems at Mr. Mitten’s

SANTA CLAUS ‘ANGEL’ SUICIDE 


Charity Worker, Broken Hearted 
Over Lapse of Protege, Dies. 


— 


FAILS TO REFORM YOUTH. 


Tragic Act of-Miss Phillips of Phila- 
delphia Sequel to Forgery. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 11—[{Special.}— 


Heartbroken because the youth whom she. 


had tried to reform was convicted of forg- 
ery, Miss Elizabeth A. Phillips, whose dis- 
tribution of gifts among the city’s poor 
children every Christmas earned her the 
title of the Santa Claus Lady,” commit- 
ted suicide today by inhaling gas. She was 
found dead in a fourth etory attic room she 
occupied at 1221 Walnut street. 

Mias Phillipa had a passion for charity. 
Her innumerable acts of self-sacrifice shat- 
tered her health and mind. In a year her 
friends noticed her gradual decline. 

Five months ago she sustained the shock 
which ts believed to have hastened the end. 

At the time Andrew M. Rhule, a college 
graduate and member of a family well known 
in New York state, was convicted of forgery 
here after Miss Phillips had taken partic- 
ular pains to reform him. Having served 
several terms in New York prisons, Rhule, 
young and handsdme, drifted here penniless 
and when his plight was discovered Miss 
Phillips gave him employment at the hee 
quarters of the Santa Claus association or- 


| ganization formed and directed solely. by 


herself, 
Keenly Disappointed in Protege. 

There he assisted her to distribute Christ- 
mas toys and other articles among children 
whose parents could not afford to make them 
holiday gifts. She supplied him with cloth- 
ing and told him she would do all she could to 
enable him to make a fresh start in life. He 
professed repentance for past offenses and, 
being an expert penman and accountant, he 
experienced little difficulty in securing re- 
munerative employment. Keen was Miss 
Phillips’ disappointment when not long aft- 
erward the police discovered that her pro- 
tégé had palmed off bogus checks upon busi- 
ness men with whom she dealt. 

His arrest and conviction speedily fol- 
lowed, although Miss Phillips appeared in 
court and pleaded that he be treated with 
leniency. He was sentenced, however, to 
three years’ imprisonment, and not long after 
his incarceration there he wrote @ letter in 
which he pleaded for her forgiveness. Miss 
Phillips visited him and talked with him as 


long as the rules of the prison would permit. 


What the result of her errand was only she 
and Rhule knew, but she never returned to 
see him. To those who knew her well she 
often remarked that the man was one of the 
most bitter disappointments of her life, 


Odd Coincidence in Case. 

By an odd coincidence one of the first per- 
sons to enter the room in which she ended her 
life was Sergeant Theodore Fenn, whose 
warm respect she had won while presiding 
over the rooms of the Santa Claus associa- 
tion during Christmas week for the last five 
years. Only a few days ago she visited the 
station house and talked with Sergeant Fenn 
about charitable work, taking a pessimistic 
view of what she had accomplished and 
concluding by saying she was weary of life. 

„ may not have much longer to live, ser- 
geant,“ she remarked, “but when I am 
gone I hope my friends who have so gener- 
ously aided me will understand the love and 
appreciation I feel toward them. 

When Sergeant Fenn entered the room he 
found a note which read: 

No one knows my sufferings; I cannot ex- 
plain. I feel my mind giving way each 
day. I am afraid I cannot stand it all any 
longer.“ 

Miss Phillips’ father, Frederick R. Phillips, 
was notified of her death. 


PITCHFORKS, SHOVELS, GUNS 
IN “BATTLE OF PANHANDLE.” 


Hammond Police Descend Upon Rail- 
way Laborers at Munster—Bloodless 
Conflict Over Crossing. 


The arrival of a special detail of police 
of Hammond, Ind., headed by Col. Le 
Grand Meyer, prevented a battle yesterday 
between forty section hands of the Panhandle 
railway and citizens of Munster, a village 
south of Hammond. Most of the population 
of the village, armed with pitchforks, 
shovels, and a few old shotguns, were 
maneuvering for the best point of attack on 
the workmen when the Hammond troops 
arrived and arrested all the section bands, in- 
cluding Boss Mat Pfeiffer. 

The dispute arose over the tearing out of a 
grade crossing which the town board hed 
built. Early in the morning the railway 
workmen tore out the crossing and then sat 
down to prevent the villagers from replac- 
ing it. 

While the Munsterites were marshaling 
their forces for the battle of the Pan- 
handle some one telephoned the Ham- 
mond police, 

The section men were marched to Ham- 
mond, where charges of disturbing the peace 
were entered against hem. 


MAY NAME NEW CHIEF TODAY. 


Mayor Has Settled on Man, but 
Awaits His Formal Acceptance 
of the Position. 


Chicago will know the name of its new chief 
of police today if Mayor Busse’s expectations 


are realized. The mayor said yesterday he 


had a man under consideration, who, he be- 
lieved, would accept the appointment. As 
this was not finally settled, however, he de- 
clined to give out the name. 

When asked if the candidate was now con- 
nected with the department, Mr. Busse de- 
clined to state. 

I can give no inkling of who the man is,” 
the mayor said. I believe he will accept 
and that I can announce his appointment in 
the morning, but until he has said the word, 
I cannot say anything that might embarrass 
him. I coneider him fully qualified for the 
position and feel confident he will discharge 
the duties of the important office to the sat- 
isfaction of the people of the city.”

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IMMIGRANT GIRLS 
SOLD FOR $1 EACH 


Crusade Against Aid Societies 
for Foreigners Shows Huge 
Traffic in Women in 
Name of Charity. 


HUNDREDS GONE FOREVER 


Victims Drop from Sight After 
Being Led to Believe They 
Were Going to Reputa- 

ble Homes. 


New York, Aug. 11.—{Special.J—The cru- 
sade against evils in the management of im- 
migrant aid societies, which began yesterday 
with the barring of two societies from Ellis 
Island, has shown conditions which officials 
declare will be called to the attention of con- 
gress at its next session. 

In an interview today, Congressman Will- 
jam S. Bennett, a member of the commission 
appointed by congress in 1007 to investigate 
immigration problems, says that an inquiry 
by the commission has shown that 75 per 
cent of the so-called homes in New York have 
perverted the purposes for which they were 
organized. 

The most serious charge made by Mr. Ben- 
nett is that agents for disorderly resorts have 
been able to go to these homes and obtain 
girls, newly arrived from foreign countries 
who believed they were to find employment 
in desirable places. The agents have paid 
from 81 to $5 apiece for the girls thus secured, 
he says. 


Detectives Pose as Procurers. 

The commission employed detectives who 
posed as agents for questionable resorts. 
They had no difficulty, it is said, in obtaining 
girls from the officials of certain homes. 

Mr. Bennett said hundreds of girls had 
dropped completely out of sight after leav- 
ing the immigrant homes. 

Most of the detectives hired by the commis- 
sion were women. They found that nearly 
all the girls supposed they were going to 
reputable places. The girls sent out were 
not from two or three places supposed to 
be looking after the moral and materia) 
welfare of the immigrant, but from at least 
three-quarters of the homes. 

The women who took the girls from the 
homes said plainly in some instances they 
told the managers of the homes that the 
girls were wanted as servants in disorderly 
houses and that they need not go into the 
lite unless they desired. 


Commerce in Charity’s Name, 

Mr. Bennett intimated that the report of 
the commission, which will be turned into 
the department of commerce and labor next 
March, will have some startling reveiations, 
and that the result might be the elimination 
of several homes. In a measure the com- 
mission has been laboring with settlement 
workers interested in safeguarding the im- 
migrants. 

It has been known for years that a large 
number of the homes that pretend to be 
philanthropic have been purely commercial. 
Mr. Williams, when he was in charge of 
Ellis island before made @ distinction de- 
tween true missionaries and “ boarding 
house runners’ in disguise as missionaries. 
He is going to accentuate that difference 
again. He said today he would drive off the 
island everybody who is preying on immi- 
grants. He acknowledged his indebtedness 
to the congressional commission, whose evi- 
dence has been supplemented by his own in- 
spectors. He said the conditions as painted 
by Mr. Bennett were not overdrawn. 

The commissioner is not against all immi- 
grant homes. There are several worthy 
ones and he is In hearty sympathy with the 
work they do; but the rest had best watch 
out for storms. In future he may be able 
to get after the Manhattan end of the evil 
as well as set up the bers on Ellis island 
completely, and cripple the business of ex- 
ploiting the immigrant for private gain. 


Has Met Evils Before. 

Commissioner Williams has had experience 
with these evils before and with abuses of 
another nature such as led him to notify 
the trustees of the St. Joseph's Home for the 
Protection of Polish Immigrants that he no 
longer could allow its agents access to Ellis 
island. Twice before he has been after this 
home, he says. Once he wrote to another 


man, since dead, who had a home of his 


own: 

“ Your actions are in marked contrast with 
your words; for you have recently stated to 
me that your object was to provide immi- 
grants on their arrival witha Christian home 
and assist them with necessary counsel and 
protection. 

“Your boarding house rates range from 
78 cents to $1.25 a day per person. This 
is business, not charity. The time has come 
when I propose to draw a sharp line between 
the true missionaries (of whom there are a 
number on Bilis island) and the boarding 
house runners who are parading under false 
colors, for the reason that they are the most 
dangerous people to whom an immigrant 
may be turned over.

Similar Cases in Other Cities. 

No one at Ellis island would say whether 
the investigations now going on will result 
in the submitting of information to the office 
of the district attorney. It would not be 
surprising, however, if some such action 
should be taken,

a reporter’s knock. The door was promptly 
closed again with her traveling compaenion’s 
statement that Mrs. Besant was receiving 
a visitor and could see no ons. 

Nothing additional was visible, however, in 
corporeal form beyond the combination 
salad, and the reporter was about to comment 
on this when Mrs. Besant called that her 
guest had told her he would be through in 
ten minutes. For so trivial a wait the re- 
porter remained in the upstairshall. Finally 
the traveling companion appeared again to 
say that in three minutes Mrs. Besant would 
be free, and the reporter then fastened her 
ey es in serious earnest on the two outer doors, 


Odd Manner of “Exit.” 

When the traveling companion appeared to 
say she was free no one had come through 
those exits, and subsequent investigation 
proved conclusively that the visitor had de- 
parted by way of the bathroom door, the 
ceiling, or the window. 

In the long wait following, the bade ber 
was framing divers protests against the re- 
ceiving of a spirit by Mrs. Besant when 
she had an engagement for that exact hour 
with the press and was going to ask whether 
it was etiquette to receive disemoodied visit- 
ors before those who were a solid fact, or 
whether it was the same principle operating 
es that by which one could get a busy man 
instantly by telephone when a line of visitors 
were waiting for a turn in his outer Ball 
Why had not this spirit dropped in on Mrs. 
Besant while she was crossing the ocean, or 
was he a stationary resident of Chicago, as 
entirely at the mercy of circumstances as @ 
reporter? 

In a Philosophical Vein. 

When Mrs. Besant appeared all such ques- 
tions were abandoned, as she said she pre- 
ferred to speak in the philosophical vein, and 
from the covert dismissal of the subject it 
was deducible that the spirit was not a 
visitor she was proud of—a book agent, per- 
haps, a collector, or a promoter, 

Mrs. Besant is a large woman, with short 
white hair which reaches back from her face, 
and strong features, In fact, one gets the 
impression that she would not object to being 
denominated a strong minded woman, in 
spite of the most delicately temfnine of toi- 
lettes, consisting of a lounging robe of pon- 
gee trimmed with yards and yards of wide; 
heavy laces. Whenever she spoke she gave 
the impression that she was going to say 
something particular, and most of her ob- 
servations were couched in abstract lan- 
guage. 

The small minority, highly evolved, are 
the people who rule,“ was a philosophical 
Statement of hers, and one was willing to 
grant without argument that it was à rein- 
carnation of Matthew Arnold’s philosophy 
that “the minority were always in the 
right.“ 

Strong English Accent. 

Mrs. Besant has a strong English accent, 
notwithstanding her statement that she has 
never been an Englishwoman before. Most 
of my lives have been passed in India,” she 
vouchsafed when the philosophical part of 
the interview ended. I was a blind girl 
once in the days of Brahma, and I remember 
it perfectly. I have also been some one ex- 
tremely distinguished, whom you all know,“ 
but there seems to be a rule of the belief 
against claiming public kinship with the de- 
parted who are not represented here to state 
their side of the case. 

One of the topics of the afternoon had to 
do with dreams, and Mrs. Besant cited an in- 
stance in which a dream had been a fore- 
warning. Dreams are sometimes experi- 
ences in the other world,” she sald. Dur- 
ing sleep the consciousness works in finer 
matter than the physical. It projects itself 
into the future and transmits the experiences 
to the consciousness. 


She Assails Rockefeller. 

„Rockefeller is one of the greatest crim- 
Inals of any time. You must say this over my 
name. He has started a vivisection school 
hidden under the name of the Rockefeller 
School for Scientific Research, in which he 
permits thousands of souls to be driven home- 
less from their bodies. 

“ Airships are not a new invention. They 
were used in India thousands of years ago. 
The people of India thought the literature 
telling of them wae mythology, but I told 
them in one of my lives there not to destroy 
the books, because some day airships would 
be discovered again and we could show that 
we had known them long ago. 

I never heard of Jane Addams,“ con- 
cluded Mrs. Besant.

MRS. BESANT, AIRSHIP EXPERT PARDEE ATTACKS 


BALLINGER'S ACTS 


Former Governor of Califor- 
nia Accuses Secretary of 
the Interior of Fa- 
voring Trust. 


‘TRIBUNE’ FAIR INDORSED 


Congress Cheers for Chicago Ex- 
position, Which Will Show 
500,00 What Irriga- 
tion Work Is. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Spokane, Wash., Aug. 11.—[Special. }—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ballinger was subjected 
to a savage attack during this afternoon's 
session of the national irrigation congress. 
The attack came from Dr. George C. Pardee, 
former governor of California, who, in turn, 
was sharply assailed by former Senator 
George Turner of Washington. 

The storm of applause ‘which had greeted 
the indorsement of the United States land 
and irrigation exposition in Chicago on Nov. 
20, which is to be held under the auspices of 
Tun CHicaco Tsun, hardly had died 
away when the perfect harmony that had 
marked the session, was shattered by the 
intrusion of the Pinchot-Ballinger contro- 
versy by the respective partisans of the chief 
forester of the United States and the secre- 
tary of the interior. 

Ballinger Dodges Issue? 

Secretary Ballinger's speech hardly could 
be called a reply to the veiled thrust made 
yesterday by Gifford Pinchot, chief forester, 
that the present administration of the de- 
partment of the interior was at least com- 
plaisant in the alleged grab of all availabie 
water power sites by what he termed the 
water power trust. The secretary said mere- 
ly that it was not the policy of his admin- 
latration to curb the efforts of private capital 
to develop irrigation and water power pro- 
jects when they did not interfere with the 

vernment's work. 

“After Secretary Ballinger had taken his 
seat former Gov. Pardee was announced. A 
set subject of technical interest had been as- 
signed to him, but he ostentatiously laid his 
manuscript on the table as he started to ad- 
dress the congress, saying that a matter 
apart from his subject claimed his earlier 
utterances. 

Then he proceeded to attack the Balle 


| administration and defend the Roosevelt 


policies and the method of former Secretary 
of the Interior Garfield to prevent the en- 
croachment of private capital on the water 
power sites now under contro! of the govern- 
ment. 

“I lay my contribution, the written manu- 
script, also upon the table, as did my dis- 
tinguished predecessor upon this platform,” 
began forme Gov. Pardee. I come here to- 
day with the thgught of an appeal to Cesar, 
as it were—an appeal to the members and 
delegates of this congress as to whether they 
are satisfied entirely with the way that 
things have been carried on in the govern. 
ment of the country. 


Appeals to People’s Interest. 

“I do not make this appeal as one who is 
opposed to the government of his country. 
I make this appeal to the people who are 
vitally interested in this and the future of 
this country, and to the people who have 
children and whose children's children will 
have an interest in the advancement and the 
prosperity and the varied fortunes of the 
country. 

“I am one of those old fashioned people 
who believe that there is something outside 
of the cold features and words of the law. 
Jam one of those people who believe with 
Roosevelt that the time to do things is now, 
and let us talk about them afterwards, | 

“I believe with him, for instance, that te 
withdraw from entry these lands which take 
with them power sites and to hold them for 
the benefit of the people is the thing for the 
government to do, and therefore I thoroughly 
agree with the actions and the work of the 
predecessor Of the present secretary of the 
interior. 

Tou will remember, perhaps, that Secre- 
tary Garfield, mayhap at the instigation of 
our good friend Mr. Gifford Pinchot, cer- 
tainly with the advice and consent of the 
then president of the United States, Coi. 
Theodore Roosevelt, then did withdraw from 
public entry certain parcels of the public 
lands aggregating about 1,000,000 acres, in. 
each of which parcels of public land there 
was a power site. 

Act a Surprise. 

Much to the surprise of the people whe 
were interested in those things in this coun- 
try, almost immediately after his introduc- 
tion into office as secretary of the interior, 
Mr. Ballinger, the present secretary of 
the interior, put back into public entry these 
various parcels of land, each of which em- 
braced a water power site, and within eight 
days, or within a few days after the order 
had been made, most if not all of the power 
sites had been grabbed by private interests, 
whom we now hear defended because they 
will ‘use them for the future benefit of the 
people of the United States.’

California Sheriff Grants Privi- 
lege to Alleged Horsethief. 


CAUGHT AFTER LONG CHASE. 


Eluded Officers Almost at Prison Gate; 
Trapped in Pittsburg. 


A prison sentence of six years before him 
for horse stealing, Charles Brown passed 
through Chicago last night manacled hand 
and foot in charge of Sheriff Reese of Sacra- 
mento, Cal. 

Three years ago he was almost at the gates 
of the San Quentin prison when he escaped 
from Reese and Deputy Sheriff Roscoe. Chi- 
cago policemen who saw the sheriff and his 
prisoner during their stay in the city believe 
‘that Brown will again give Reese the slip be- 
fore reaching Sacramento. 

The prisoner was accorded the privilege 
of handcuffing himself and shackling irons 
around his left leg. 

“Give me the key, Dave,“ he said to the 
Sheriff, and I'll lock the bracelets. You 
might get them too tight.” The officer grant- 
ed the request. 


Believes He Will Escape. 

As the sheriff and his prisoner left the Har- 
rison street police station Lockup Keeper 
Moriarty said: 

„ Tve seen many an escaped convict going 
back to the coast, but I never before saw 
one who was allowed to turn the key on 
himself. If that fellow doesnt get away from 
the sheriff before they get to their destination 
I'l) be mistaken.”’ 


Brown was arrested at Truckee, Cal., by ' 


Sheriff Reese for stealing a horse and buggy 
belonging to a Sacramento physician. He 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to six 
years in San Quentin. 

Sheriff Reesg and Deputy Roscoe started 
with Brown for the prison, but godt only as 
far as San Francisco. While waiting for a 
boat to take them across the bay to San Quen- 
tin Brown escaped while the deputy sheriff 
wag marveling at the height of a new build- 
ing. 

Fled to South America. 

A few days later he says he sailed from 
San Pedro for South America. At Buenos 
Aires he caught a tramp’ steamship for 
Venezuela, and from there went to Austra- 
lia. Returning to America, he drifted back 
to California and then to Enid, Okla. At 
Enid he told a new found friend of his es- 
cape im San Francisco and he believes he 
was traced to Pittsburg, Pa., where he was 
arrested through his indiscretion. 

„I'm a civil engineer, said Brown, and 
during my wanderings have worked at my 
profession in remote parts of the world. 
When I was in Melbourne and Sidney, Aus- 
tralia, I frequently visited the American 
consular offices. 

“ My downfall is due to liquor. I was drunk 
when I appropriated the doctor’s horse and 
buggy. After driving around for a couple 
of hours I began to realize what I had done. 
And for what might be called a joy ride’ 
I must do six long years in San Quentin. 


That's hard luck.“

Doctor Blames Diphtheria Rem- 
edy for Lad’s Condition. 


BUT PHYSICIANS DISAGREE. 


Some Say Unusual Development Is 
Result of Disease Itself. 


Physicians are interested in the case of 
little Johnnie Mamula, 4 years old, whose 
parents live in Whiting,\Ind. Johnnie fell 
sick three weeks ago, and a week later his 
illness was diagnosed as diphther ia An! 
toxin, which was said to have beet supplied 
by the Chicago board of health, wes given 
the child. 

Ten days ago ago Johnnie suffered paralysis 
of the legs and throat. Dr. E. L. Denison, 
1045 Fifty-fifth place, who now has the cage, 
declares it is the only one on record of its 
kind. He blames the antitoxin for the 
boy's condition. 

I have been able to find nothing like this 
boy’s condition,“ he said last night. ** When 
he is placed in an upright position his head 
droops down upon his little chest and his 
legs give way under him. It is my personal 
opinion that this state of paralysis is caused 
by antitoxin, 2,000 units of which were ad 
ministered. 


Thinks It Was Free Antitoxin. 

I believe there must have been something 
in the antitoxin which caused the paralysis. 
What this is I am unable to ascertain. 1 
have been unable to find where the antitoxin 
came from. I understand it came from the 
board of health, as Johnnie's parents are 
poor people.” 

Other physicians disagreed with Dr. Deni- 
son and stated last night that the case was 
simply ‘** diphtheritic paralysis.“ 

„ Paralysis often results from diphtheria.“ 
said Dr. C. G. Grulee, a specialist on the 
Gisease. “ Paralysie of the throat is ex- 
tremely common. Antitoxin tends to reduce 
this. If the case develops to a certain degree 
the application of antitoxin cannot prevent 
this. But there is nothing in antitoxin itself 
that could produce such a condition in this 
poy. 

Blames Disease Itself. 

“His condition probably is caused by the 
disease itself. Paralysis of the heart fre- 
quently develops, and it may be this which 
caused paralysis of the legs, as well as 
throat.

Pr.“ Walton Captured; Barri- 
caded Long in His Room. 


LIKE SCHNABLE’S MURDERER 


Partly Identified by Patrolman; Taken 
for Killing Woman. 


Arrested for the murder of Hattie Duncan, 
8138 La Salle street, on Aug. 4. Doctor 
Walton, colored, is suspected of having shot 
and killed Policeman Henry Schnable on 
July 1. 

Walton was arrested yesterday by De- 
tectivee Scott, Fletcher, Smith, and Ander- 
sen in a room at 2920 Armour avenue, where 
he had barricaded himself since the murder 
of the Duncan woman, to which he con- 
fessed, the police say. He confessed also 
that he is wanted at Memphis, Tenn., for 
attempted murder. 

Patrolman Michael-Kenny of the Stanton 
avenue station, who was within a few feet 
of Policeman Schnable when he was killed at 
the mouth of an alley off Thirty-fourth 
street, west of Wabash avenue, partly iden- 
tiled Walton. 


Lived Near the Place. 

At that time Walton lived at 3431 Wabash 
avenue, which is but a short distance from 
the scene of the murder. He said he was 
home the morning of thé murder, but he 
answers the description of the murderer of 
the policeman in almost every detail. 

A straw hat lost by the slayer was tried on 
Walton last night and it fitted him perfectly. 
Today Capt. Collins will question persons 
living at the Wabash avenue address from 
which Walton moved after the Duncan 
woman had fled from him. 


Says Woman Attacked Him. 

“I killed Hattie because she tried to kil! 
me, said Walton, according to the police. 
She cut me several times with a razor be- 
fore I killed her. I did not kill any police- 
man.“ 

Watton confessed to me that he killed 
the Duncan woman and that he shot a 
woman at Memphis two years ago,” said 
Capt. Collins. ‘‘I am almost positive that 
he is the man who killed Policeman Schnable. 

Walton also attempted to kill Ella Sims, 
another colored woman, who went to the 
Duncan woman's assistance.“

Nohren of the West Lake street police sta- 
tion. After the two voys had talked to the 
girls for a few minutes Gretschow and Gold- 
stein started north on Ashland avenue and 
the gang of five who were across the street 
Started toward the young Women. 


Four Under Arrest. 

At Fulton street the three boys attacked 
Goldstein and Gretschow, and in the fight the 
latter's skull was fractured and he died at 
his home, 553 Grand avenue, an hour later. 
The police arrested Frank Smith, 16 years 
old, 562 West Lake street; George Lewis, 15 
years old, 630 Grand avenue; Paul Watts, 16 
years old, 474 West North avenue; and 
Claude Buckner, 17 years old, 119 Walnut 
street. Buckner is a son of Charles Buckner, 
an attorney. 

Morris Goldstein explained the circum- 
stances of the killing last evening. 

We stopped to talk to the girls a minute 
as we were on our way home,“ he said. Just 
as We were starting up the street we saw a 
crowd of boys, five or six, across Lake street 
in the edge of Union park. They came 
across the street and three of them followed 
us and jumped on us when we reached Ful- 
ton street. 

1 know that they all chased after Walter 
and beat him. He said the big fellow, Lewis, 
struck him one awful hard blow.“ 


Dead Lad’s Mother Weeps, 

At the Gretschow home the widowed 
mother of the dead boy -wept because her 
eldest son and the principal wage earner of 
the family was dead. 

“When he came home shortly after 10 
o'clock Tuesday night,“ said Mrs. Gret- 
schow, he complained of his head hurt- 
ing him, and he staggered as he started 
to go to his bed, ‘That big fellow hit 
me awful hard; my heading is killing me. 
he said. I ran to telephone for a doctor. 
Then I slipped easily into the bedroom to 
see if Walter was resting comfortable, and 
I found him lying dead. The doctors say 
his skull was fractured.

New York Officials See a Big 
Plot to Hypothecate Se- 
curities in Banks. 


_ HEINZE NOT ONLY VICTIM. 


Boston Dealer Files Second Com- 
plaint Against Young 
Note Broker. 


New York, Aug. 11.—[Special.]—Acting 
District Attorney Nott is satisfied that the 
Windsor Trust company loan transaction 
was the work of a band of clever Wall street 
sharps, who were inspired solely by a desire 
to fatten their bank accounts by the sale of 
property that didn’t belong tothem. He be- 
lleves some experienced Wall street hand was 
behind the deal and that Donald A. Persch, 
the curb broker now locked up in the Tombs 
on a charge of grand larceny, was only the 
agent. 

‘He does not think the attack which has 
been malle upon F. Augustus Heinze through 
these queer loan transactions was for any 
other reason than that the band found him 
an easy victim. Complaints received at the 
district attorney’s office show that practical- 
ly the same game has been worked on other 
borrowers and in connection with these lat- 
ter transactions appear the names of some 
of the men mentioned in the Windsor Trust 
company deal. 

It is likely other arrests will be made with- 
in the next twenty-four hours, and one of 
them will be of considerable interest. 

Sterling Birmingham, manager of the loan 
department of the Windsor Trust company, 
admitted to the acting district attorney to- 
day that he personally had received $250 out 
ef the transaction. In this admission,may 
ie the explanation of how the Windsor 
Trust company came to lend its good name to 
the deal. 

Says He Thought Loan Real. 

Birmingham still insisted, however, that 
he believed all the time that the trust com- 
pany was placing a bona fide loan for Charles 
Katz of the Eastern Brewing company of 
Brooklyn. He did not explain how under 

these circumstances he would receive a per- 
sonal gift of $250. Apparently it was mere- 
ly a little token of regard. Birmingham 
didn’t say who had paid the money to him. 
When asked, two days ago, by reporters 
if he had got $250 he denied it positively. 

One of the most interesting developments 
today was the discovery by Leonard J. Field, 
gon of Jacob Field, the veteran speculator and 
head of the curb brokerage firm of L. J. Field 
& Co., 74 Broadway, that he had suffered 
from a confusion of ideas when he talked 
with Mr. Nott on Tuesday. John F. Sher- 
wood, Field's former cashler, also discovered 
that he, too, had been mixed up in his mental 
processes on Tuesday. Both Field and his 
former employé made revised statements 

Sherwood is the man who got $110,000 worth 
of Heinze cofhteral from the Windsor Trust 
company, belleving it, as he says, to be the 
property of Donald A. Persch, and to be up 

on the loan made by the trust company to 
Persch. L. J. Field loaned to Sherwood 
$50,000 with which he lifted the supposed 
Persch loan at the Windsor and obtained 
possession of the Heinze copper stock. Sher- 
wood said on Tuesday that Persch gave him 
10 per cent on all stock brought above the 
face of the loan, or about $4,500 for his serv- 
ices. He said also that he had paid Field 
$300 for $50,000 for three days. 


Sherwood Admits One Error.“ 

Sherwood admitted today that he had made 
a mistake about the amount of his commis- 
sion. He got 3% per cent of the $44,000 profit. 
He had overlooked the $10,000 that Mr. Field 
had in his keeping. When Field had been 
questioned previously about this $10,000 
Check he had said he had merely cashed it 
for Sherwood. Today he admitted this was 
wrong and that he had deposited the money 
to his private bank account. 

“It belongs to Mr. Sherwood,“ said he, 
“and he can have it at any time he wants it.” 

I made a mistake in what I said yester- 
day,“ Sherwood explained to the acting dis- 
trict attorney. 

“Well, somebody will realize before they 
get through with this that they have made 
@ pretty serious mistake,“ was Mr. Nott’s 
comment. 

Amendments to the Field-Sherwood stories 
only added more confusion to the mass of 
contradictory statements that the acting 
@istrict attorney has collected in this case. 
It is a winner in that way. No two persons 
connected with it tell the same story. 


Second Complaint Is Made. 

While Field and Sherwood were in the dis- 
trict attorney's office Assistant District At- 
torney Keogh was called in by Mr. Nott. 
Keogh had only a little while before received 
a complaint from Cram, Milliken & Co., bank- 
ers and brokers of 115 Broadway, in refer- 
ence to another loan transaction in which 
appear not only the names of Field and Sher- 
wood, but that of Persch as well. In this 
case. also Field loaned to Sherwood the 
money with which Persch carried out a loan 


transaction similar in some respects to that 


of the Windsor Trust eompany. | 

Cram, Milliken & Co.’s representative told 
the assistant district attorney that on July 
28 J. M. Everett, one of their clients, sent 
100,000 shares of Eclipse Oi! company stock, 
valued at $15,000, and asked to have a loan 
Of $7,000 negotiated on it. Cram, Milliken 
& Co. went to Albertus A. Reilly, a curb 
broker of 44 Broad street, and asked him 
if he knew where they could get the money. 

Reilly was acquainted with Persch, and 
Persch, it is said, secured the $7,000 and 
Also handed Reilly, it is alleged, a receipt 
for the stock bearing the name II. F. Ris- 
brough.”’ 


Stocks Sold in Five Hours. 

This loan transaction was carried through 
at 11 o'clock in the morning and Cram, Mil- 
liken & Co. say that at 4 in the afternoon 
they received word from their branch office 
in Boston that 4,000 shares of Eclipse Oi} 
stock had been sold there. They recognized 
some of it as the identical stock put up as 
collateral on the Everett loan.

of matting are manufactured in American 
factories. . 

For the purpose of encouraging this indus- 
try congress increased the duty on mattings 
for floors, plain, fancy, or figured, valued at 
10 cents or less per square yard, from 3cents 
to 3% cents per square yard. This is the 


matting most commonly used, as shown by 
the importations of 1907, when 44,000,000 
square yards entered the country. On mat- 
tings exceeding 10 cents per square yard the 
duty was reduced from 7 cents per square 
yard and 25 per cent ad valorem to 3% cents 
per square yard. 

The ingrain carpet manufactcurers, who 
are finding a contracting market in the 
United States, on account of the larger use 
of mattings, were anxious that the duties 
on the latter products should be increased 
to the prohibitive point. Fifteen years ago 
they sold 55,000,000 square yards of ingrains, 
but their output now is only about 20,000,000 
square yards. Congress, however, gave 
them scant comfort. Not only did it deal 
with the matting situation as described be- 
fore, but it reduced the duties on carpets, 
carpeting, mats, and rugs made of flax, 
hemp, jute, or other vegetable fiber except 
cotton. 


Reduction Made on Oilcloths, 

‘It will delight the housewife to know that 
reductions in duties were made on oilcloths 
for floors, whether stamped, painted, or 
printed, and on figured or plain linoleum and 
corticene. There is an immense demand in 
the United States for both oilcloth and 
Ainoleum. The total sales aggregate $12,- 
000,000. Of this $2,300,000 worth represents 
imported goods. 

No change was made in the duty on inlaid 
linoleums and corticene and cork carpets. 
Of these products there are manufactured 
in the United States 17,000,000 square yards, 
valued at $5,329,000, and there are imported 
2,182,000. square yards, valued at $1,165,000. 

No change appears in the new law on the 
duties on collars and cuffs, whether made of 
cotton or of linen. Nor is there any altera- 
tion of the duties on laces, lace windo’” cur- 
tains, tidies, pillow shams, napkins, neck 
ruffiings, ruchings, tuckings, nets or net- 
‘tings, veils and veilings, embroideries, or lace 
articles generally. Wearing apparel made 
wholly or in part of lace or imitations there- 
of will continue to pay the duty in force 
under the old law. Linen handkerchiefs also 
remain untouched. 


Duty Reduced on Burlaps. 

There is an enormous importation of bur- 
laps, made of plain woven fabrics of single 
jute yarns, amounting to 352,000,000 pounds, 
valued at $28,800,000. On burlaps not ex- 
ceeding 60 inches in width and weighing not 
less than 6 ounces a square yard, the duty 
has been reduced one-eixteenth of one cent 
a pound. On the other qualities it has not 
been changed. . 

The Philippine islands have been favored, 
as their products of flax, hemp, and jute 
hereafter will be admitted free of duty, in- 
stead of paying 75 per cent of the old Dingley 
rate. 

The conference committee estimated that 
the changes made in the duties in this sched- 
ule apply to articles the consumption value 
of which in 1907 was a little more than 22. 
000,000. It is interesting to note that the 
total consumption value of articles covered 
by this schedule in the same year was $186.- 
000,000, so that the materials affected by the 
changes adopted are of comparatively small 
volume. 

Of the latter, only $2,390,000 worth was 
imported, while the home production value 
was estimated at $20,543,000. The changes 
made on practically all of these classes of 
products were in the nature of reductions. 


Cotton Growers Only Protest. 

No criticism is made of Senator Aldrich 
and his supporters for the way in which they 
dealt with this schedule, except among cotton 
growers. The latter were extremely anxious 
that bagging for raw cotton should be admit- 
ted free of duty. It was the expectation of 
the southern Democratic senators that they 
would be able to obtain this concession. In- 
deed, at the last moment, an agreement to 
this end was reached, but protests from New 
York and Massachusetts manufacturers pre- 
vented the concession. 


OPPOSITION BY GORMAN’S SON 
UPSETS, THE PLAN OF RAYNER. 


Young Maryland Leader Prevents Dem- 
ocrats from Pledging Selves to Re- 
elect Father’s Foe. 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 11.— [Special. I—Sen- 
ator Rayner sought an indorsement from the 
Democratic state convention today not only 
of his record but of his candidacy for re- 
election. He felt confident the party would 
be committed to him until State Senator 
Arthur P. Gorman appeared prepared to 
fight. 

Whether smarting under the memory of 
blows which Rayner had dealt the late Unit- 
ed States Senator Gorman or for some other 
reason, young Gorman made up his mind to 
thwart Raxner's ambition. He rallied enough 
forces to oppose the plan to indorse Rayner 
for another term and soon convinced Ray- 
ner’s friends that the best interests of the 
party demanded that he should not ask the 
convention to stand for his reélection. 

Gorman even went so far as to say that 
if Rayner were determined to ask the con- 
vention to commit the party to his reélection 
he would himself become a candidate. When 
Gorman’s stand was conveyed to Rayner the 
latter said he had not asked the convention 
to indorse his re@lection. It was agreed that 
Rayner’s record should be indorsed. Mr. 
Gorman had the active support of United 
States Senator Smith.

Veterans Overcome on Salt 
Lake Streets Are Attended 
by Trained Nurses. 


7,000 MARCH IN THE SUN. 


Illinois Leads Other States; 
Children Are Prostrated 
in Living Flag. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Aug. 11.—Midsum- 
mer heat thinned the annual parade of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the feature of 
the forty-third encampment, today and 
wrought still more suffering among the hun- 
dreds of children who participated in the 
formation of the Hving flag. So oppressive 
was the heat that the pian of having the 
living flag join in the march with the proces- 
sion was abandoned. 

At least 100 children and twenty old sol- 
diers were overcome on the street. Many 
of the victims, young and old, recovered as 
soon as they were placed in the shade. Those 
treated at the emergency stations numbered 
about forty, fifteen of them Grand Army men 
and thirty children. There were no fatalities. 


Trained Nurses Give Relief. 

Three relief stations, attended by trained 

nurses, insured prompt and capable aid for 
all sufferers. The hours of the parade were 
the hottest hours of the hottest day since 
the beginning of the encampment. At 11 
o’clock, when the column got under way, the 
weather bureau thermometer registered 8 
degrees. 
. Notwithstanding the discomfort the par- 
ade was a great success. The 7,000 old sol- 
diers, walking four abreast, had the complete 
right of way. Fully 100,000 persons saw or 
tried to see the spectacle. 

The column was strictly military in its 
composition. The Fifteenth infantry, U. 8. 
A., from Fort Douglas, took the lead. It 
was followed by the Utah National guard 
and the carriages conveying the commander 
in chief, his official family, and distinguished 


guests, 


Illinois Leads the States. 

Illinois led the states. Then came Wis- 
consin, Pennsylvania, and Ohio—on down the 
list to Oklahoma. 

The Nebraska delegatfon carried ears of 
yellow corn. The Minnesotans were bearers 
of sheafs of wheat and the Green mountain 
boys of Vermont wore sprigs of pine in 
their hatbands. ‘ 

Arkansas had the distinction of sending 
the smallest division—there were but four 
wearers of her badge. Illinois made the 
largest numerical showing. 

At the rear came a little band whose ban- 
ners evoked the darkest pictures of the great 
civil war. On the white backgrounds the 
watchers read: Libby,’’ “‘ Andersonville,’’ 
Macon,“ Tyler,“ Belle Isle, and the 
names of other confederate prisons. The 
division consisted of the former prisoners of 
war. It is estimated that 7,000 veterans took 
part in the parade. 


Veterans Do Not Consolidate. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 11.—Today’s sessions 
of the joint conventions of the Army of the 
Philippines and the Veterans of Foreign 
Service did not develop the expected affilia- 
tlon between the bodies, which was predict- 
ed when the delegates arrived here Tuesday. 

On account of objection on the part of the 
members of the Army of the Philippines or- 
ganization, who did not wish their identity 
entirely obliterated by the combination with 
the Veterans of Foreign Service, the question 
of affiliation was not brought to a vote. 

A joint public session of the two bodies was 
held tonight at Carnegie hall. Addresses 
were made by leading army men. 


HERO WHO SAVED CHILD’S LIFE 
WILL WED MOTHER OF BOY. 


Fireman Frank Larson, Kecipient of 
Carnegie Medal, Will Claim Another 
Reward at the Altar. 


Omaha, Neb., Aug. 11.—[{Special.}—Two 
years ago Frank Larson, a fireman on the 
Northwestern railroad, saved the life of 
little Earl Delany, and six months later re- 
ceived a Carnegie medal. Next Sunday in 
the Catholic church at Fremont he will wed 
Mrs. George Delany, mother of the little boy. 

Two years ago Larson’s run took him 
through Exeter, Neb., where Mrs. Delany 
was teaching school. One day as he was 
pulling into town he saw a child asleep on 
the track. He climbed out of the cab and 
down onto the pilot, where at the risk of his 
life he brushed the child from the track. 

The next day at the depot as Larson was 
coming back Mrs. Delany was there to meet 
him and thank him for saving,the life of her 
child. This meeting led to their engagement. 


TARIFF RULE HITS OIL TRUST.

New York Commission Wants 
Direct Primary Opinions. 


MAY SHOW HIS ATTITUDE. 


Chance to Explain to Politicians What 
He Will Recommend, 


Gov. Deneen will be informed by Walter 
H. Knapp, counsel of the New York legis- 
lativé primary commission, thet the Investi- 
gators will be delighted to have his opinions 
on the subject of direct nominations, in any 
form in which he . , wish to give them, 
personally, if he is wAling to appear, or in 
the form of a communication or in any other 
way in which he may be pleased to set forth 
what he thinks on the subject. 

It is not expected that the governor will 
elect to go before the commissioners and ex- 
plain his opinions, but the invitation of the 
investigators will give him the opportunity 
to explain a question of great importance 
to the state political leaders who just now 
are unimformed as to whether the governor 
proposes asking for another direct primary 
law. 


Expected to Urge Direct Law. 

In many low browed quarters there is hope 
that Mr. Deneen will be persuaded to ask 
only for a convention law this time, a hope 
that is not founded on anything substantial. 


The governor’s attitude has warranted the 


advocates of direct primaries to believe that 
he will recommend the renactment of the 
direct nomination system again. 

If he responds to the invitation which will 
be given him by Mr. Knapp in behalf of the 
New York investigators something will 
be obtained in the way of an au- 
thoritative statement of what may be 
expected when the assembly meets in 
special session. About forty invitations 
in all will be sent out by Mr. Knapp for the 
investigators. They will go to all varieties 
of political persons, the leaders in both the 
state and county organizations of both the 
Republican and Democratic parties being 
included. : 


Examines Election Records. 

Mr. Knapp spent yesterday at work on the 
records in the election commissioners’ office 
seeking figures which would show the results 
obtained in past primary elections under the 
various laws in force at different times in 
the state. He was particularly interested in 
an endeavor to ascertain to what extent 
voters of one party “ overflowed into the 
ranks of the other in primary contests. 


MAIL CONTRACTS AS BOOSTS 
FOR PANAMA STEAMER LINES. 


Investigator of Alleged Isthmus Rail 
and Ship Discriminations Gives Plan 
to Aid American Commerce, 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 11.—Bernard N. Ba- 
ker, who at the Instance of President Taft 
has been investigating freight rates over 
the Panama railroad, has prepared his final 
report bearing on alleged discriminations of 
the Panama railroad and Panama Steamship 
company against American commerce cross- 
ing the isthmus. 

Mr. Baker recommends that the govern- 
ment by the aid of mall service contracts 
encourage the establishment of an inde- 
pendent line or lines of steamers on each 
coast, which shall connect with the Panama 
railroad. 

The plan proposed does not contemplate 
that the government shall enter the steam- 
ship business. It simply provides that by 
means of postal contracts one line of new 
and up to date steamers shall be established 
on the west coast, connecting Seattle, Port- 
land, San Francisco, and San Diego with 
Panama, and on the east connecting New 
York and New Orleans with Colon. 

These two lines of course would use the 
Panama railroad for transshipments, and 
Mr. Baker urges that the government estab- 
lish a flat rate for all shipments, whatever 
their origin. This, he argues, would remove 
the prorating systems now used to foster 
foreign commerce, which, he claims, now 
places American shippers out of the run- 
ning so far as possible competition is con- 
cerned. 

With these new steamer lines in opera- 
tion Mr. Baker believes successful competi- 
tion with the transcontinental rail lines will 
be established. He proposes that the gov- 
ernment shall cancel its contracts with the 
proposed lines as soon as any transcontinen- 
tal railroad shall secure an interest in them.

President Decides to Make as 
Few Recess. Appointments 
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Taft Taking Daily “Gym” Work; 
Slight Changes in West- 
ern itinerary 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 11—President Taft 
said today that it will be his policy to make 


cases of vacancies on the federal bench, es- 
pecially, the president has stated he will 
make appointments only in districts or cir- 
cults where the need of a judge is shown to 
be imperative. 

The president does not believe it good policy 
to appoint a man to a life position and to 
commission him in the absence of confirma- 
tion by the senate. There have been several 
instances in recent years when federal judges 
failed of confirmation after serving from one 
to three years, and the situations thus creat- 
ed have been exceedingly embarrassing. 


No Bethea Successor Soon. 

Mr. Taft's declaration of his policy as to re- 
cess appointments came up in connection 
with the vacancy on the District court bench 
at Chicago, occasioned by the death of 
Judge Bethea. Mr. Taft will not fill this 
vacancy until congress meets in December. 

The president talked with the American 
‘ambassador to Japan, Thomas J. O'Brien, 
for more than an hour this afternoon. The 
ambassador found the president keenly alive 
to the situation in the far east and Mr. 
O’Brien went over every question of im- 
portance pending when he left his pogt at 
Tokio to come home on leave of absence. 

Mr. O'Brien is to be retained as ambassador 
and is credited with being ag close to the 
throne as any ambassador at the Japanese 
court. Mr. O’Brien brought many messages 
of congratulation and good will to Mr. Taft 
from the president's friends in Japan. 


Talk with New Mexico Judge. 

The president had a long talk with Judge 
Ira E. Abbott of New Mexico. Judge Abbott 
has been spending the summer at Haverhill, 
his old home, and called to see the president 
to give him some information about political 
affairs in the territory. 

Mr. Taft will not attend the army maneu- 
vers around Boston the week of August 
14-21. He thinks his visit would be too of- 
cla!“ for the vacation period and although 
he is interested in the war game to be engag- 
ed in about the New England metropolis 
by regiments of the regular army and the 
militia of several states, including the Dis- 
_trict of Columbia, he will not see any part 
of the attempt to capture Boston. 

The details of the president's trip down the 
Mississippi from St. Louis, beginning Oct. 25, 
were announced during the day. Several ad- 
ditional stops have been added to the itinerary 
and instead of arriving at New Orleans Oct. 
29, as announced from Washington, he will 
make several addresses from the deeks of 
the steamboat on the way down the river.

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‘DEATH WAGES OF BETRAYAL 


Victim of Ex-Convict, Once His 
Friend, Voted ‘Guilty’ as Juror. 


REVENGE WAITS TEN YEARS. 


Three Others Were Marked for Death 
by Notorious Crook. 


New York, Aug. 11.—[{Spectal.]—When 
Daniei A. Fenton, proprietor of the Elber- 
ton hotel at Middletown, N. Y., was shot 
down in the street in that city on Tuesday 
afternoon, dying later in a hospital there, a 
vow of vengeance made ten years ago, by 
Big Tom McAuley, a desperate burglar 
and all round criminal, was fulfilled. 

The man who shot Fenton and then turned 
the revolver against himself, ending his own 
life, was Big Tom himself. This became 
known today when the old pals of Me- 
Auley’s—burglars who live in the shadowy 
dens along the Bowery—stopped Central of- 
fice detectives and asked them to give to a 
fund they are raising to save McAuley from 
a pauper’s grave. 

Detectives Duggan and O'Farrell met two 
of these men, both ex-convicts, as they 
were passing along the Bowery at Houston 
street. 

Won't you help us bury Big Tom’?” 
asked one of the men. 


Crooks Tell of Identity. . 

It was not an unusual request; the detec- 
tives had heard it when other ex-convicts 
had died. But they wanted to know who 
Big Tom happened to be. 

“Why, ‘Big Tom’ McAuley,” was the 

He's the guy what shot Fenton up 
at Middletown. You know McAuley. We 
want to bury him.’’ 

The detectives did know McAuley. His 
picture has adorned the rogues’ gallery for 
fifteen years. They did not know, however, 
that it was Big Tom” who had killed his 
man at Middletown and then put himself 
away. The murderer and suicide with his 
dying breath in the hospital had said his 
name was John McSorley, and Fenton, who, 
it seems, knew him perfectly well, did not 
tell anything else. 

„ sat on the jury that convicted him,” 
was Fenton's only comment. 

That was true—but Fenton did not tell it 
all. Fenton, the headquarters detectives re- 
called today, was once an associate of Mc- 
Auley’s. rie even was suspected of having 
been in a robbery for which McAuley was 
arrested in 1899 in Hoboken. By some 
strange maneuvering Fenton worked himself 
on the jury which tried McAuley. The police 
had failed to find Fenton and no one knew 
him when he was drawn on the jury. 


“Guilty”? Vote Saved Self. 


McAuley knew Fenton had voted for con- 
viction only to save himself from being run 
down sooner or later. But in prison McAuley 
made his vow to kill Fenton. 

Fenton was not the only one under “ Big 
Tom' sg vow of vengeance. The burglar 
had rked three others for death. They 
were Chief Cosgrove of the Newark, N. J., 
detective force: Bull” De Rosa and the 
“Tron Gall Kid,” alias Jack Smith, the two 
latter being criminals with long records. 

McAuley considered that Bull De Rosa 
and the Iron Gall Kid had turned traitors 
in betraying him to the police and that Chief 
Cosgrove had hounded him. The day before 
Big Tom went to Middletown he took a 
trip to Newark for the express purpose of 
killing Chief Cosgrove. The latter escaped, 
being in Trenton. . 


AIRSHIP RACES WITH TRAIN. 


Conductor and Members of Crew Tell 
of Mysterious Night 
Flier. 


Peoria, III., Aug. 11.—Conductor Walkins, 
in charge of a work train on the Rock Island 
railroad, and members of his crew report 
having had an exciting race with a mys- 
terious airship from Chillicothe, III., to the 
city limits of Peoria, a distance of twelve 
miles, tonight. 

The ship appeared to be about 200 feet up 
in the air, bore Hghts on the front and rear, 
and for several miles gave the train a lively 
race.

AND ROUT MOORS 


Spaniards Put Aerial Craft to 
Test in Campaign at 
Melilla. ’ 


NEW CAMPS BOMBARDED. 


Dead and Wounded Carried from 
Scene by Natives; Skirmish- 
ing Elsewhere. 


* 


MADRID, Aug. 11.—Spain’s military forces 
at Melilla today made a practical test of a 
captive balloon in actual warfare. The Moors 
were routed and seemed dumfounded by the 
use of aerial methods. 

The bälloon ascended several hundred feet 
and discovered two new camps of the Moors, 
which were promptly shelled by the Spanish 
artillery. The Moors were driven out, carry- 
ing their dead and wounded. 

Observations from the balloon also revealed 
the fact that the enemy now numbers 50,000 
men, who have been distributed in such a 
manner as to make their position a strong 
one. As aconsequence Gen. Marina has post- 
poned his advance against the tribesmen 
until the railroad track is completed as far 
as Atalayon. 

Cannonading continues at Alhucemas, five 
miles southeast of Cape Morro, and at Penon 
de la Gomera. The enemy ts suffering heavy 
losses, but there have been no casualties in 
the Spanish ranks. 


Moors Harass Enemy. 

The unloading of stores at Alhucemas for 
the Spanish troops from the cruiser Estre- 
madura has been difficult, as the Moors have 
been harassing the men in charge of the 
work with a raking fire. The stores finally 
were disembarked, however, under the pro- 
tection of a fire from the guns of the cruiser, 
the forts, and the artillery on shore. 

Advices received from Pefion de la Gomera, 
Morocco, say the Moors are directing a flerce 
attack against the Spanish garrison there. 
The fighting began yesterday. At midnight 
the Spanish artillery seemed to have silenced 
the enemy, but the Moors dug new trenches 
under cover of the darkness and this morning 
reopened with a heavy fire, their bullets fall- 
ing in the streets of the town. Some of the 
projectiles are so large that it le thought 
the Moors possess light artillery. 


Civilians Aid in Defense. 


The civilians of Pefion de la Gomera are 
aiding the soldiers in the defense of the 
place. There have been no Spanish casual 
tles as yet. 

Pefion de la Gomera is a fort of Spanish 
island on the coast of Morocco, eighty miles 
from Ceuta. It is used as a penal station.

Admiral Is Highly Pleased at Results 
of Target Tests—Animals Face Shells 
to Prove Their Effect. 


TOULON, Aug. 11.—The minister of ma- 
rine; Admiral de la Payrere, is greatly 
pleased with the results of the gunnery tests 
being conducted by the armored cruiser 
Conde, with the battleship Iena, which was 
badly damaged by an explosion in 1907, as 
a target. The experiments will be continued 
until Sept. 15 on an elaborate scale. The 
most important deductions from them will 
be the determination of the exact value of 
the destructive effect of shells of all calibers 
and all compositions. 

The fire of the Conde will be directed 
against the forward part of the Iena, which 
has been adequately prepared to prevent 
sinking. 

During the trials of yesterday the 164 milll- 
meter projectiles struck the casemates of 
the Iena and started a fire. 

The experiments will include the placing 
of shells in the line of fire in order to ascer- 
tain the effect of a shot reaching the maga- 
zines and the effect of exploding shells on 
the guns of the Iena and the men operating 
them. The crew will be represented by 
dummies. Living dogs, sheep, and mice will 
be placed on board the Iena in cages to dem- 
onstrate the consequences of the deleterious 
gases emitted by the explosion of the pro- 


jectiles.

WRANGLES MARK SESSION 


Berger and Black Hurl Many Re- 
torts; Articles for Scrap 
Yet to Be Formulated. 


Jack Johnson, heavyweight champion of 


James J. Jeffries, retired and undefeated’ 
champion, met in Chicago yesterday and 
drew up tentative articles of agreement to 
battle for the heavyweight title inside of 
eight montha, the fight to take place before 
the club offering the best inducements. 
Under this agreement, which was drawn 
and signed after a long and stormy session, 


for the battle: Six monthe after the bids 
have been opened the men are to meet in the 


re. 

© articles call for a fight of not less than 
twenty rounds for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of the world, the contest to be held 
-before the club offering the largest purse, 
and which has a central location. 

The division of the purse shall be on a basis 
of either O and 40 per cent to the winner and 
loser, reapectively, or 75 and 28 per cent, or 
the winner may be permitted to take the en- 
tire amount. The decision in thie matter to 
rest with Jeffries 


Forfeit Must Be Placed. 

The eum of $5,000 each is to be posted with 
some reputable Chicago man as a guarantee 
of good faith and the fulfillment by each side 
of the terms of the agreement. The money is 
to be posted within seventy-two hours. It 
was suggested that Charles Comiskey, own- 
er of the White Sox, hold the forfeit money 
and both believed the Old Roman would 
accept. Commy when asked about the mat- 
ter last night declined to act in the ca- 
pacity of stakeholder; asserting he had 
enough business of his own to attend to 
without looking after something which is 
entirely out of his line. No one else had been 
agreed upon by the men after Comiskey’s 
refusal to hold the money. 

It was further agreed that the above 
named $5,000 shall operate as a side bet on 
the result of the contest. 

Berger, whe has been in New York since Jeffries 
sailed for Europe last Saturday, upon hearing of 
Johnson's intentions to start for California to pro- 
pare for his fight with Stanley Ketchel, wired the 
champion to postpone his departure a few days, as 
he was coming west to talk fight terms. Johnson 
waited and yesterday’s confab was the result. 


Meeting of Men Formal. 


The meeting between Johnson and Berger was 
formal. The two men who will occupy the center 
of the pugilistic sta for some time to come 
greeted each other coolly, and it did not take them 
long to start the conference in the presence of 
newspaper men and fight notables. The session at 
times was stormy and one or twice threatened to 
break up with nothing accomplished. Both men 
argued over trivial pointe and each thought the 
other was trying to get the best of the agreement. 

A soon as the men were seated around a table 
the arguments began. Johnson wanted to sign 
articles immediately. but Berger refused on the 
grounds that no bids had been received for the 
match and articles of agreement were useless 
Johnson insisted and asserted that the §5,000 
posted by both men meant nothing. as long as no 
articles were drawn and signed. The argument 
grew hotter every minute and from it grew many 
little points over which the men wrangled. 

The point that was argued longest and which 
threatened to break up the conference was the 
division of the purse. Berger asserted that he had 
no ty from Jeffries to agree to « division 
of the money. Johnson insisted that he must know 
how the money was to be divided before he would 
sign anything. Both men kept stalling until 
Johngon said he would fight Jeffries for any di- 
viston of the purse, winner take all if that would 
be agreeable. This was just what Berger wanted, 
and he seized the opportunity to insert the clause 
that the division of the purse be left to Jeffries 
Johnson and that ended the most stormy 
part of the conference. 


Stakeholder Is Selected. 


Another hot argument took place when the ques- 

tion wae asked who would hold the forfeit money. 
Many names were submifted, but the men would 
mot agree until some one suggested Comiskey. 
Both men agreed with one accord, taking it for 
granted that Commy would not hesitate to help 
clinch the match by acting as stakeholder. 
- When the quéstion of a side bet was advanced 
another long and stormy wrangle took place. 
Berger wanted a $10,000 side bet and Johnson 
warted to bet $4,000 on his chances, asserting he 
could get 8 to 2 and meybe 2 to 1 for the other 
$5,000. Many sharp retorts were hurled, Berger 
telling. Johnson that he had a yellow streak and 
wanting to know something about the $20,000 that 
he said he would bet on himeelf against Jeffries. 
To thie question the champion replied that he 
would at better odds than even money. 

As the articles were being drawn Berger in- 
sisted upon placing the title ‘‘ heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world after Jeffries’ name. Jobnson 
laughed at this and Berger scoffed at the Idea of 
a man calling himself e champion bywinning from 
Tommy Burna. Johnson always had a ready re- 
P tort by referring to some weak spot in Jeffries’

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_ SUTTON S SUICIDE 
HELD IMPOSSIBLE 


Gun Expert Shows by Tests 
That Officer Could Not 
Have Slain Self. 


SOLDIER TELLS OF DEATH. 


Four Shots Follow Closely Upon 
Command to Halt by Un- 
known Person. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 11. [Special. Four 
witnesses who testified today at the 1 
into the death of Lieut. J. N. Sutton, U. & 
M. C., gave points in support of the theory 
that the young officer did not commit suicide 
but was killed by a shot fired by some otber 
person. 

One of these witnesses was Dr. Edward 
M. Schaeffer of Washington, who showed 
by several tests that it would have been im- 
possible for Sutton te have fired the shot 
which killed him. H. R. Taylor, undertaker, 
and James N. Wiedefeld, who prepared 
Lieut. Sutton's body for burial, both testi- 
fied there was no evidence that either of 
Sutton’s arms had been broken. Wiedefeld 
said there were no indications that he had 
been beaten. This was in opposition to the 
theory of a fight between Sutton.and anoth- 
er officer. 

Sergeant A. P. Todd told of hearing the 
sound of some one running in the camp on the 
night of Sutton's death. Following came 
four shots, and later Lieut. Roelker came 
into the guardroom with a bullet imbedded, 


in his clothes. 


Testifies Sutton Was Sober. 

Prof. Gilbert P. Coleman of the Naval 
academy, steted he was in the company of 
Lieut. Sutton from lunch time until about 
midnight of Oct. 12, 1907 (the night of Sut- 
tons death), then leaving the lieutenant 
with Miss’ May Stewart of Pittsburg, Pa., in 
the assembly room of the hotel. Lieut. Siit- 
ton, he said, was in @ condition at pertact 
sobriety at that time. + 

Lieut. Allen M. Sumner, U. 8. marine 
corps, testified to seeing at the hotel the 
dame night Lieuts. Adams, Osterman, and 
Utiey and that all of them were perfectly 
4 sober. Lieut. Sutton, he said, entered the 
| bam. and offered those in the a drink 
' from a bottle of whisky, which all! ed. 

Lieut. Sumner said he afterward went to 
camp. After his arrival there he saw Lieut. 
Sutton leaving the camp armed and without 
his coat. Later he heard shots and, going 
in the direction from which they appeared 
go come, saw Lieut. Sutton on the ground. 
„Ale also saw Lieut. Roelker, who appeared 
to have been injured, and, taking htm into 
tcamp, found his clothing torn by a bullet 
which was found in his clothing. 

The witness identified as his own a card on 
which he had written: “ Sutton, Iam a 
n fool. Consider the gun business cut 
out.” He said that this was written for the 
purpose of humoring a whim of Lieut. Sut- 
ton on an occasion when the latter was in- 
toxicated. The witness hoped that it would 
be a means of inducing him to go to his hotel

He 
then stretched himself upon a table and- 
jhowed by a pantomime how; in his opinion, 
t was impossible that Lieut. Sutton could 
have fired into hi own head the bullet that 
cilled him. With any one sitting upon his 
thoulders, he said, it would have been utterly 
impossible for a man in Sutton's position to 
have shot himself.

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FEAR ADVANGE IN FREIGHTS 


Railroad Presidents Meet Today 
to Consider Switching Charges. 


LIGHTERAGE ALSO PROBLEM. 


Shippers Are Opposed to Any Increase 
in the Rates. 


Manufacturers and shippers doing business 
in the Chicago switching district fear that 
a new ruling, which would amount to an in- 
crease in freight rates, is about to be im- 
posed upon them as a result of a meeting of 
railroad presidents which has been called 
tor this morning to consider the question of 
switching and lighterage charges in Chicago. 
The meeting will be held in the rooms of the 
Western Trunk Line association in the Rail- 
way Exchange building and will be attended 
by the presidénts or other prominent execu~ 
tive officers and traffic officials of the leading 
railroads entering Chicago. The main ques- 
tion to be discussed is whether the roade 
ought to discontinue the practice of absorb- 
ing in the Chicago:rate the switching charge 
of the belt lines or of the Hlinois Tunnel com- 
pany for making the transfer between the 
delivering road and the team track or load- 
ing station of the industry. 

That such a determination would be op- 
posed by the shipperg was made clear yester- 
day at a meeting of the traffic committee of 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ association, called 
on receipt of the report of the railroad meet- 
ing. The committee is unalterably against 
any increase in the Chicago freight rates 
and it was inclined to feel aggrieved 
because it had not been consulted. It was 
pointed out that the practice of absorbing 
switching and lighterage charges is an old 
one and has become well established recently 
in the case of the subway. 


Belt Railway Charges. 

In the case of a belt railway the switching 
charge is usually from $2 to $7 acar. The 
tunnel charge is 6 cents a 100 pounds, where 
the freight is delivered at one of the various 
public loading or unloading stations and 4 
cents a 100 for business houses or railroads 
having direct connection with the subway. 
It has been the practice, developed through 
years of competition, for the railroad which 
handled the freight to quote the shipper the 
regular Chicago rate and then settle with the 
belt line or tunnel company for the switching 
charge. 

The question of abandoning the practice 18 
an old one and its determination will depend 
partially on a report to-be made today by a 
committee of traffic officials which has been 
investigating conditions. This will be laid 
before the executive officers for decision or 
such action as they may decide to take. 

There is no certainty that the matter will 
be settled tomorrow,” said a railroad presi- 
dent last night. “The subject is a big one.” 


Seek More Revenues. 


The argument of the railroads against ab- 
sorbing the switching or tunnel charge ap- 
pears to be the usual one of getting more 
revenues. “The switching service is an 
additional transportation service; which the 
shipper gets,” said a member of the com- 
mittee, “and why should we simply give 
him the regular freight rates from or to Chi- 
cago without taking it into consideration?” -
